AMERICAN BUSINESS hasn t 
worried too much about Russian 
competition, since our industrial 
production capacity is lar great­ 
er.

The interesting things to watch 
will be: 
1. How Russia uses the in­

Early Attention Pays 
Off in Dental Health 


(This is the third in a series of articles published by The

The foothill ush—^when used properly—remains one of the 
most effective weapons for preventing dental decay. 
There are two lingering misconceptions about toothbrush^: 
First, the old rule. which has long been outdated, of brushing 
teeth the first thing in the morning and the last thing at night. 
Second, the scrub-brush technique in using the toothbrush, an 
idea which also has long been outmoded. 
THE DENTAL profession urges that the teeth be cleaned im­ 
mediately after eating— especially after eating sweets— because 
the build-up of enamel-destroying acid occur* rapidly after meals 
and snacks. 
In brushing, the toothbrush sweeps away the bits of food which 
otherwise would stick to the teeth and generate the tooth decay 
process. 
However, the toothbrush can dislodge the sticky food particles 
only if it is used in the right way. Since these food particles are 
most likely to adhere to areas between the teeth, the best method 
of toothbrushing concentrates on these areas. 
In cleaning the teeth, the upper teeth should be brushed down­ 
ward and the lower teeth should be brushed upward. The bristles 
should be worked between the teeth. The chewing surfaces should 
also be cleaned as well as the inside surfaces facing the tongue. 


T H E Y O U N G ST E R should be taught to brush his teeth as soon 
as all his first teeth have come in—usually between the ages of 
two and three. He may not do a very good job and his mother 
or father will probably have to go over the teeth afterward. Rut 
the groundwork will have been laid for a basic dental health habit 
at an early age. 
As tor toothpastes and tooth powders, the Council on Dental 
Therapeutics of the American Dental Association has repeatedly 
| pointed out that the toothbrush used in the right way at the right 
time is far more important to dental health than any particular 
kind of toothpaste.

Early Attention Pays 
Off in Dental Health 


(This is the fourth in a series of articles published by The 
Freeman ta cooperation u'tth the Ulster-Greene Dental Study 
Club in observance of National Children's Dental Health WccJv,

“Another great landmark in man’s fight against disease.” 
Dr. Daniel F. Lynch, of Washington, D. C., president of the 
American Dental Association, thus described the program for 
fluoridation of public w ater supplies now' serving some 21 million 
persons throughout the United States. 
“The small children growing up today in the communities 
served by this procedure will live out their lives with far less 
dental disease than has afflicted their parents and grandparents,” 
he said. 
Virtually every health and scientific agency in the nation now 
recommends this large-scale program for the prevention of dental 
decay. 
"SC IENTISTS AGREE that few health advances of any era 
have been preceded by so thorough an accumulation of evidence 
on safety and effectiveness." Dr. Lynch pointed out. 
Two recent studies are cited. One is the newly-completed 10- 
year investigation at Bartlett, Texas, where the w ater supply 
»contains eight times as much fluoride as is recommended for 


i fluoridation. 
Medical investigators of the National Institutes of Health re­ 
ported that no adverse effects of any kind were found in the in- 
i ternal organs or bone structure of the 237 persons of all ages in- 
| eluded in the study. All the individuals were longtime residents 
| of Bartlett. 
In the other study, 2,050 children in the high fluoride areas of 
Amarillo and Lubbock, Texas, and the fluoride-deficient area of 
I Cumberland. Me., were studied and no differences were found in 
the bone structure of the children in the three towns. 
IN THE HUDSON VALLEY a fluoridation program has been 
in effect since 1947 when tne drinking waters of the City of New­ 
burgh were impregnated with the proper concentration of fluoride 
ions. Since that time, examining the children whose teeth have 
developed within this period, the U. S. Public Health authorities 
have found 68 per cent less dental decay among the Newburgh 
children than those in Kingston, whose w ater supply has not been 
fluoridated. In these tests between two cities of similar environ­ 
ment. Kingston has been used as the negative scientific control 
to determine the degree of change, if any, demonstrated in New­ 
burgh children of the appropriate age group since the chemical 
treatm ent of their w ater supply. 
Scientists have repeatedly underscored the fact that not a 
single objection to the program has withstood the test of scientific 
investigation. 
IN THE ABSENCE of fluoridation and for children living in 
rural areas where the program cannot be carried out. a procedure 
has been developed called topical application of sodium fluoride. 
The procedure consists of applying a fluoride solution directly 
to the child's teeth. Because the technic of applying the treat­ 
ments is involved, the applications to he effective should be made 
by a dentist or dental hygienist, beginning when the child is about 
three. This method has been found to reduce dental decay by an 
average of 40 per cont.

A great deal of our freedom 
has been wrenched from us or 
foolishly abandoned since Roose­ 
velt took office with his hypo­ 
critical speech, delivered in brll- 
like tones, in March, 1933.
